Resume 

It has long been known that the fungus parasite (,Massospora cicadina 
Peckj of the Periodical Cicada is the North American endemic species. In 
this paper, the writer reports the discovery of this fungus in Japan. The 
resting spores of this fungus were found by Miss Wakaba Kato in the 
vicinity of Tokyo on a kind of Cicadidae, Platy pleura Kaempferi Fabv. Q (JuL 
28, 1946). Such a peculiary type of distribution may also be represented 
by several other fungi as Urnula Geaster Peck and Cryptoporus volvatus{ Peck) 
Hubbard. 
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
